Doubt was expressed by some of the 


earliest colonial fathers whether this 
country would ever bo settled west of 
what is now a suberb of Boston.

dow on nearing Canby to see if they 
could discover the new homo the hus- 
and and father had settled for them. 
Two evenings before, seventy-five peo- 
ple got off at Canby ^to populate the 
prairies round about that one town. 
The country from Canby east to Mar- 
shall shows a remarkable advance in the 
few years that I have known these 
parts. 


A recent Bostonese accession to cul- 


tured St. Paul society asked several if she 
had pretty nearly reached the frontier. 
Whether this question is a projection of 
the forefathers 
above mentioned or 


prompted by St. Paul society. I do not 
know, but I am confident the time is 
not far distant when there will bo no 
frontier in the United States. 


To an inhabitant of Norway and Ger- 


many: with a map of this country be- 
fore him, a distance of a few hundred 
miles east or west counts for naught. 
He sees none of our imaginary frotiers. 
He seeks a home where land is cheap 
and asserts dominion over the wild 
region. 


In the lifetime of the original settlers 


that community is classified with the 
established order and the -'pioneers'' are 
become -'old settlers." And what about 
the land? The "pioneer" planted his 
shanty on the virgin soil and staked out 
his "claim." 
In the process of getting 


his living, with small additional money 
expenditure to the government, 
the 


"claim" becomes his "farm." 
As for

monotony. 
What I have just seep 


makes me a convert to the faith of the 
people, who are already supplanting, 
the pioneer shed and shanty with sub- 
stantial barns and comroL-table homes. 


Dr. Chauncey Hobart, yet living in 


Reel Wing, was pastor 'of the little 
frame 
Methodist 
church, located ,in 


what is now the heart of the great 
business district of Chicago. 
He was 


with the pioneers 
in 
southeastern 


Minnesota. I 
have been in Chicago 


upon the site of that early church and 
felt the thi-obbings of life within that 
mighty city whose vast piles that could 
gracefully wear the ago of centuries 
were reached within the mature years 
of one man. I 
have traveled over 


Minnesota where that same man saw 
civilization's beginning. 


Wearied with the march he turns 


aside and succeeding generations leave 
ancestral homes and push on to repeat 
the history of what has been.

REPUBLICANS 
HOLD 
THEIR 


FINAL MEETING. 


Stirring Addresses Delivered by Capt. 


Pliny Norcross, Ogden H. Fethers- 
M. G. Jeffris, and I. M. White- 
head—The Issues Before the People 
Clearly Stated. 
The closing republican 
rally of the 


campaign at the opera house last even- 
ing attracted a large audience which 
was both interested and enthusiastic. 
The crowd was composed chiefly of vot- 
ers keenly alive to the importance of the 
pending contest and jealous of the good 
name of the state and nation. 
The 


speakers all received close attention, and 
the applause indicated where the chief 
subjects of interest centered. 
Every 


reference to the conduct of the national 
administration under the control of 
President McKinley evoked a ronnd of 
applause; mention of the conduct of 
state affairs—the work of the governor 
in placing the institutions of the state 
upon a stable basis where they should 
be an honor to the people of the state— 
called out hearty plaudits. 


Capt. Norcross Speaks 


Capt. Pliny Norcross was the first 


speaker. 
He spoke of the past record 


of the republican party, for whose can- 
didates he cast his 'first vote thirty- 
eight years ago. 
He spoke of the illus- 


trious services to their country of the 
great leaders of the party—Lincoln, 
Grant, Hayes, Gartteld and Harrison, 
fitly supplemented by the administra- 
tion of William McKinley. destined to 
be as glorious as that of any in our his- 
tory.

The collection of historical relics and 
data ID the rooms of the state historical 
society was the 
most extensive and 


valuable of any similar collection in the 
world. This was liable to be destroyed 
in an hour. To guard against such a 
calamity the state had madeja large ap- 
propriation for the construction of a 
tire proof building to preserve these 
things. Then it had been determined to 
separate those just entering upon a 
career of vice from the hardened crim- 
inals who are sent to the state 
prison 


and in order to do so the state reform- 
atory at Green Bay had 
been 
con- 


structed. 
The end sought was to re 


form those who not been confirmed in 
criminal ways, to teaee their useful oc- 
cupations and to enable them to be- 
come useful citizens when their terms ot 
confinement ended. 


There were all worthy enterprises, and 


there was not a taxpayer in Janesville 
who would not cheerfully pay his share 
of the cost. Her state institutions—ed 
ucational, penal and reformatory had 
made Wisconsin famous all over the 
world, and but a short time ago a com- 
mission of experts from Germany had 
visited the state in order to take pattern 
after us. 


Mr. Fethers closed by urging every

M. G. Jefl'ris made one of the argu-

He

The governor then told Mr. Jef- 


fris that he was^fiorry that the bills were 
not legal, as he desired to sign them. 
but if they were illegal, he could not 
do so. 


Mr. Jeffris also defended Assembly- 


man Wheeler against the charge made 
by a newspaper concerning the damage 
suit law, saying that the law in question 
did not apply to Jauesvillc because 
Janesville had not adopted that section 
of the uniform charter law. He de- 
nounced such tactics in unmeasured 
terms and paid tribute to Mr. Wheeler, 
urging the voters to rally, to his sup- 
port. In closing ho asked the people to 
vote the straight ticket today, 
from 


governor to coroner. 


Mr. Wliitclieart's Address. 


Senator John M. Whitehead was the 


last speaker. 
He said that unless the 


democrats could give a better reason tor 
republican desertions, than the republic-

He told of his acquaintance 


with Gov. Scofield, and his reason for 
supporting him.

CONFESSED HIS CRIME. 


George Stewart Pays the reunify for a 


Vicious Assault oil Mlsd Mary O'Brien 
—Two Hundred Prominent Men Take 
PaTt In the Kxecutlnli. 


Toluca, 111., Nov. 8.—George Stewart, 


a negro, was taken from the Marshall 
county jail at Lacon, 111., 
at 
12:30 


o'clock Monday morning and lynched a 
mile and a half from the Lacon city 
limits by a mob of 200 Toluca citizens. 


The lynching was done to avenge an 


assault on Miss Mary O'Brien, daugh- 
ter of John O'Brien, a pit boss in the 
mine at Toluca. where the crime oc- 
curred at 9 o'clock Friday night. 


So quietly was the crowd formed and 


the plans so neatly executed that not 
even tte people next door to the jail 
knew -what was happening. The mob 
left Toluca about 9 o'clock Sunday 
night, driving to within a mile and a 
half of Lacon, where the rigs were left 
and the' crowd proceeded on foot to the 
jail. 


Jailer Broaddus was alone on duty 


when the'knock came at the door, and 
In answer to "Who's there?" he was 
told to open up and turn Stewart over 
to them. Upon his refusal to do this 
the door was battered down, the keys 
were taken from the Jailer and Stewart 
-was dragged from the cell, hie hands 
•were tied and he was ordered to come 
with the crowd. He admitted that he 
was the guilty man and was game to 
the last. 
The mob took the negro to the place 


where the rigs were left and hanged 
him to a tree. 
Before the rope was 


placed around his neck Stewart told 
them to tell his wife that he died hap- 
py. It IB not known who led the mob 
or who composed it, hut it is generally 
•said that it was made up o£ some of 
the best citizens of Toluca and vicin- 
ity.The coroner's jury impaneled at La- 
con rendered a verdict that Stewart 
met his death at the hands of parties 
unknown. 
Miss O'Brien's condition is serious, 


but she will recover.

Washington, Nov. 8.—One 
of 
the 


highest authorities of the administra- 
tion said last night: 


"No change in the instructions to the 


peace commission has been made, be- 
cause of Spain's rejection of our prop- 
osition, and none will be made, what- 
ever the result of the election. 
The 


case has been made up and the in- 
structions given.

"The president has outlined his pol- 


icy on lines laid down by the American 
people. He will stand by the instruc- 
tions which have already gone to the 
peace commissioners 
to 
retain 
the 


Philippines ancl pay no military in- 
debtedness of Spain. 


"He will not change these instruc- 


tions, whatever the result of the elec- 
tion, though he should have to resume 
hostilities to compel Spain to sign a 
treaty of peace. He will not recognize 
that it is any more a question for the 
advice of the European powers than he 
did when we went to war with Spain.' 


DRGES SPAIN TO MAKE PEACE. 


Madrid Liberal Qlvcs Good Advice to 


the Government. 


Madrid, Nov. 8.—The Liberal, in its 


leading article, urges the government 
to make peace with the United States 
with the utmost speed. 
The article 


has caused a great sensation. 


That paper says the meddling of 


Russia, Germany, or any other country 
should be avoided, as such interference 
would only result in fresh disasters to 
Spain. 


Prime Minister Sagasta said that it 


wae by no means assured that Spain 
would send to the European powers a 
memorandum on the Paris 
negotia- 


tions. 


RuMla's Hint to the Powers. 


Rome, Nov. 8.—Russia proposes to 


the powers to present a note to the 
United States regarding the control 
of the Philippines.
